THE ZIONIST OONGRESS. 


Of all the Congresses now being held, says the 
“Globe” the Zionist meeting has attracted the 
least notice. Of conrse, the Peace Conference 
has drawn the most attention, for several 
reasons, but even the Esperaptist Uongress has 
received more notice than the Jewish gathering 
The discussions have shown that there are two 
distinct parties among the Zionists: the 
political, which is the most numerous and 
possessed of the greatest influence, and the 
realist, or practical group. The aim of the 
political Zionists is to obtain the consent of 
the Powers to the establishment of a Jewish 
State in Palestine, and to secure the union of 
all the scattered Jews as the means of bring- 
ing pressure to bear on the Governments of 
Europe. The practical Zionists insist that 
it is no use waiting for a problematical agree 
ment, but that it is advisable to encourage 
emigration to Palestine, and to get possession 
ot land and develop agricultural colonies. 
This view of the case has been pressed on the 
acting Vommittee with great vehemence, an: 
the discussions have been exceedingly heate:|. 
But the outcome of it all is that Zionism seeuis 
to have lost ground. The diplomatic or polit! 
eal action has had no results. There are some 
countries, such as Spain and Morocco, where 
Zionism is unknown, and where no effort has 
been made to inspire a national feeling among 
the Jewish populations. The resources of the 
Committee are insufficient to carry on the 
Pp and the whole movement seem: 
to have lost its force. It is possible, however, 
that the lively criticisms which have been 
directed agaist the leaders will have the effect 
of reviving the enthusiasm and energy of the 
great mass of those who support the movement.

Aroffianly Italian, named Mantalupo, on 
Wednesday tried to murder his mistress in 
Sharia Luxemburg, whom he had approached 
disguised as a Bedouin, but fortunately a 
shawish was close at hand and succeeded in 
effecting his arrest. Mantalupo has been hand. 
ed over to his Consulate. 


The Catacioum. 

The Catacloum, which can be best described 
as an Alexandrian chat noir de Paris, con- 
tinues to attract a considerable nomber of 
people. Many of the songs, which are chiefly 
local and topical, such as hnmorous verses 
about the crisis, the director of Egypt's three 
notorious newspe pers, and other public nuisan- 
ces are most cleverly composed and very well 
rendered. 


Automobile Aoocident. 

A serious accident, which resulted in the 
death of a young man belonging to one of the 
best known Cairo native families, took place 
on Wednesday night, on the road to the 
Pyramids. Mohamed Aly Shawki, son of 
Shawki Bey, had invited two friends among 
whom was the son of Ooff Pasha, fora ride 
in bis automobile, driven by a native cliauffeur. 
They were going at a good speed, when they hit 
against one of the tramway poles. The pro- 
prietor, a friend and the chauffeur jumped 
from the motor and escaped without serious 
injury. Unfortunately Ooff Bey was overturned 
and killed immediately. The motor was com 
pletely destroyed, and an enquiry has been 
opened to establish the responsibility. 


An Hotel on Fire. 

A fire broke out on Wednesday about 7.30 
p.m. in the house of Erian Bey Chatby, Cairo, 
known as the “Hotel du Transvall.” The 
apartment in which the fire occurred was 
occupied by Mme St. Martin, and let as 
furnished rooms. The berberin servant first 
discovered the smoke, and gave the alarm to 
his mistress, When she arrived the fire had 
already caught the wood partitions separating 
the rooms, and had penetrated to the salon. 
The lodgers, for the most part ladies, were 
absent and the affrighted landlady rushed into 
the street crying help. The fire brigade was 
informed and soon arrived on the scene. With 
considerable difficulty the fire was got under 
hand and for two hours the men laboured, 
drenching the place to prevent spreading. 
Nearly allthe furniture was burnt or destroyed, 
and a number of the lodgers lost their dresses 
and jewels. The damages are said to be about 
£350.

Referring to the notice contained in our 
issne of the 12th inst. we understand that the 
above Company has been, or is about to be 
formed for the purpose of carrying out the 
contracts recently entered into with the Salt 
and Soda Company ; the Port Said Salt 
Association ; and the Egyptian Markets, 
Limited, 

The Salt and Soda Company and the Salt 
Association have agreed to co-operate in the 
formation of the intended new company with 
the intention that the principal objects of the 
intended new company shall be, first, the 
acquisition from the Salt and Soda Company 
of the benefit of the contracts with the Egyp- 
tian Government except so far as concerns the 
working of the salines therein mentioned, and 
secondly, the acquisition of the exclusive right 
to purchase for resale and consumption in 
Egypt the salt produced by the Salt and Soda 
Company and the Salt Association respec 
tively. 

The Salt and Soda Company are entitled to 
the benefit of ceitain contracts dated respec 
tively the 31st day of December 1905 and the 
8th Day of May 1906 made between the 
Egyptian Government and the Salt and Soda 
Company relating to the sale of salt in Egypt. 
The Salt and Soda Company are also the 
owners of a Concession from the Egyptian 
Government dated the 2nd day of January 
1901, as modified by agreement dated 13th 
March 1905 forthe exclusive night to import 
into and sell in Egypt powder, saltpetre, and 
smokeless powder. 

From the Ist day of October next the Mar- 
kets have undertaken the exclusive agency for 
the sale of the products of the Salt and Soda 
Company and the Port Said Salt Association. 
The Markets are to recerve a commission of 2 
per cent on the total amount received from the 
sale of all the industrial products of the Salt 
and Soda Company, except soap, and on this 
latter they are to receive a commiasion of 24 
per cent on the total amount received by the 
Markets for the sale of soap. 

On powder the Markets are to receive a 
commission of 4 per cent on the total amount 
of sales. 

As regards the sale of salt, the Markets are 
to have the exclusive Agency for this also, and 
are to receive a sum equivalent to 11 per cent 
on the amount of salt sold. 

We understand that the shares of the United 
Egyptian Salt, Limited will be issued as fully 
paid, and that the Salt and Soda Company 
will take one half, and the Port Said Salt As- 
sociation the other, the object of this inter- 
mediate Company being to simplify a some- 
what complicated transaction. Last years salt 
returns throughout Egypt amounted to about 
120,000 tons ; of this about 85,000 tons were 
produced by the Salt and Soda Company, 
16,000 tons by the Port Said Salt Association, 
and the remainder by the Damietta Salines. 

As regards the Markets, assuming that the 
next years sales anount to only 90,000 tons 
at Piastres 180 per ton, the Markets would 
receive a gross sum of between £17,000 and 
£18,000 under the arrangement above referred 
to. To this sam must be added the amounts 
for commission which the Markets may receive 
on the sale of soap, powder and other products 
of the Salt and Soda Company. 


THE EGYPTIAN SITUATION, 


A propos of the difficulties which have 
lately madesthemselves felt in Egypt the 
“Globe” states that there is a growing disposi- 
tion on the part of many students of the 
situation to believe that the worst is over in 
Egypt, and that matters are likely to mend 
before long. For the present, of course, stagna- 
tion prevails. It is when the time comes to 
move the crops that matters are expected to 
wake up again. This process will necessitate 
considerable export of gold to Egypt, 
an export so large that it is not likely to be 
without its effect upon home monetary con- 
ditions. Cotton is the basis of Egyptian pros- 
perity, and the coming crop promises well. Last 
year, it is believed, as much as £25,000,000 
found its way into the pockets of the fellaheen 
as the proceeds of the cotton, and as much, or 
perhaps more, will gravitate in the same 
direction this year. Untortunately, the fellaheen 
stolidly retuse to place this money in circula- 
tion. A large proportion of it is buried or 
secreted, and much gold is absolutely lost 
by the sudden demise of those who have 
carefully stored it, deliberately refraining 
from giving any relative the slightest hint 
as to its whereabouts. Lord Cromer did 
his best to induce natives to place their 
money with the banks ; but thousands of them 
have not as yet got rid of the old habits of 
their forefathers. One thing seems likely, and 
that is that althongh general  condi- 
tions in Egypt \may shortly be ex- 
pected to show improvement, the measure 
of that improvement will not be sufficiently 
great to warrant a resumption of those indus- 
trial flotations so many of which were launched 
by European financiers last year with such a 
problematical chance of earning retarns for 
shareholders.

WINE GROWING. 


4. 


Amongst the most important prodocts of 
the island of Cyprus, which are mostly agricul- 
tural (viz-barley, wheat, oats, caroubs, silk, 
olives, cotton, aniseed, linseed and hemp) one 
of the chief is the grape. The « ulture of the 
vine has been conducted in the island from. the 
earliest times (the wines of Cyprus enjoyed 
great repute in the days of the Romans, amongst 
whom they were in constant use). In later 
days, however, when the island came under 
Turkish rule, for neafly three hundred years, 
little was heard of them, and much of the 
island that was formerly under vine culture 
was allowed to run to waste. A further blow 
was given totheisland in theearly nineties when 
the French, who had formerly taken the bulk 
of the Cyprus products, imposed a prohibitive 
import duty. However since the British oceupa- 
tion efforts have been made, especially of late 
years, to increase the wine production, and on 
our recent visit to the island we were shewn 
over the largest winery ; established by an 
English syndicate at Perapedhi. It is sitaated 
about half way between Limassol and Troodos 
on the military road. This winery is laid out 
on the most scientific and modern lines’ and 
equipped with the most up to date plant for 
the production of high class wines ; its annual 
production is between 100,000 and 150,000 
gallons of wine. Here various types of wine 
are made which compare favourably with those 
of the better known wine producing countries. 
Sufficient capital has been provided to allow of 
the wines and brandy being thoroughly well 
matured before being put on the market. 

The chief types of wine produced at this 
winery are Cyprus port and Cyprus burgundy 
which have both been well received in Engtand, 
and we may mention “Vino de Pasto” a 
charming white wine of sherry character and 
‘(‘ommanderia” a fine rich dessert wine, in ad- 
dition to these “Cyprus Madeira” and “Cyprus 
Marsala” have proved to be quite excellent. 

We learned here that it was with the vines 
of Cyprus that Madeira was replanted after 
the destruction of its vineyards in 1858. So 
far Cyprus has not been afflicted with that 
terrible scourge the phylloxera which has so 
affected other countries. Thanks to prohibitive 
legislation the importation of vines from other 
countries has been stopped, and it is to be 
hoped that owing to this, Cyprus will be spared 
the ravages of this pest. 

In conjunction with this winery at Pera- 
pedhi there is also a distillery equipped with 
four stills and all requisite plant for making 
brandy. This brandy compares very favourably 
with that of the Charente districts in France, 
and has already become popular in England. 

The total production of the island is between 
threeand three and a half million gallons 
annually, the majority being common native 
wines, both red and white, which are chiefly 
exported to Egypt. Most of this wine is made 
by the peasant proprietors who till their 
vineyards with the aid of their wives and 
children and although cultivating, as some sup- 
pose, their vineyards in a careless manner, 
they seem to be fairly snecessful. The trouble 
arises when vineyards are sequestrated or left 
uncared for thro’ want of funds or some other 
cause and thas become centres for the spread. 
ing of various diseases. It is essential that 
the vineyards should be ploughed twice annu- 
ally bata third ploughing will more than 
repay the proprietor for his additional labour. 

The villagers on the whole are intelligent 
and willing to learn modern practice, and 
the efforts of the agricultural department 
by instructing them in these improved me- 
thods, and the help given by the importa 
tin and sale of sulphur at leas than cost 
price in order to aid the inhabitants to 
combat the oidium have materially assisted 
in the progress of cultivation. 

The chief centres of production are in 
the Limassol district viz, Vassa, Kilani, 
Omodhos, Mandria’ Potamiou, Platras, Pe 
rapedhi, Vouni, Lophos and Arsos

It is quite certain that 
aeconnts from that state are by no means 
onanimous about the damage done. It is also 
the fact that’the droaght does not extend over 
the whole state, and furtherinore such weather 
as ‘T'exas is having may be a little severe, but, 
is nevertheless seasonable in August. Upon 
the whole therefore, we look upon the crop 
prospect as favorable and the chances still 
good for a very good yield.

Regarding the crop outlook, the attention 
of the trade is directed almost eitirely to the 
situation in Texas, where there has been norelief 
from the long period of dry and hot weather. 
The small and backward condrtion of the plant 
makes it all the more liable to serioas damage 
from this source, and unless the drought is 
broken in the near future, serious deterioration 
of the crop in Soath and Southwest Texas 
seems inevitable.

The fine dry weather during June was 
jnst what was desired, but as it continued 
dry during most of July the crop was left 
in danger of serious injury from August 
drought, which now seems to have developed. 
The most unfavorable feature in connection 
with this unusually long period of fair 
weather has been the high temperatore, this 
being the 18th, day of abnormal heat, the 
average maximum ranging from 96 @ 98 
degrees with but one exception when it 
ws lowered to 94. The Southwestern portion 
of the state, formerly the most favored 
section of the belt this season, was the 
first to complain; then the drought area 
extended to the central counties, and now 
the more northern districts are being 
threatened. The supposition is that this is 
the most unfavorable development that could 
have overtaken the crop, as owing to its 
lateness it is in a ocritival condition, and 
unless beneficial rains make their appearance 
the coming week prices are apt to seek a 
still higher level, althongh dangerously 
high already.

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THE ENGLISH IN EGYPT. * 


Here is a book about Egypt by a man who 
speaks with authority says the “Manchester 
Cotrier” authority conferred by years of 
residence and. work in Egypt. It is not 
a mere Jaw-kook. It is an important contri- 
bution ‘to the history of commerce in Egypt ; 
and, further, it is a practical guide which ought 
to bein the hands of everyone who owns land 
or honses in Egypt or has invested in Egyp 
tian secarities of any kind. Every Padgett. 
M.P., ought to read it. Ifthe hosts of some 
wandering Oriental gentlemen on a_ recent 
occasion had read it they would have talked 
less nonsense. On that particular occasion the 
hosts included Messrs. Robertson and Morton, 
members of Parlament, Sir Thomas Barclay, 
of Paris (who seems to pose as a sort of com- 
mercial Dugald Dalgetty—though he is only a 
solicitor), and sundry others even less known 
to fame or notoriety: the guests were equally 
unimportant. These inter-tribal mutual adver- 
tisement functions are becoming. merely a 
public nuisance. They obtain a passing no- 
toriety for hosts and guests only through the 
lack of knowledge on the part of the sub-editors 
of newspapers. If Mr. Scott’s book were read 
and digested by those mysterious persons who 
decree what is to be reported and what is to 
be ignored, we should not be invited to waste 
our time in reading the uninformed outpour 
ing of Oriental speculators. “on the job”—of 
disappointed ‘seekers of minor administrative 
offices, of would-be politicians who have failed 
to find appreciation for their talents at home, 
and hope by the advertisement of a report of 
their crude speeches in English journals to 
pose as leaders of Egyptian thought. The prob- 
lem of the government of Egypt is much more 
difficult than Mr. Robertson, M.P., imagines. 
He has spent a fortnight in Egypt, and knows 
all about a land whose inhabitants were skilled 
manufacturers andsupreme artists in sculpture 
and architecture thousands of years before his 
forbears had discovered the art of painting 
their bodies blue. We have all much to learn, 
but some of us are more modest than others. 
Mr. Robertson finds a fortnight enough for 
Egypt : Mr. Keir Hardie is devoting exactly 
the same amount of time to studying all the 
problems of India ! What should we think of 
the opinions of aChinaman, ignorant of any 
European tongue, who travelled in a fortnight 
from Moscow to London, via Berlin, Vienna, 
and Paris, and set himself up as an authority 
on the conditions of life, of commerce, and of 
agriculture in Europe ? That, however, is 
exactly the position which Mr. Keir Hardie 
proposes to assume. Ignorance makes a man 
conceited—a little knowledge makes him ar- 
rogant, more knowledge makes him humble. 
Now, as a corrective to peoplelike Mr. Robert- 
son, M.P., and to all the other Labour mem- 
bers who think that because they know a little 
more than they did last year they have discov- 
ered all knowledge, let Mr. Scott’s book be 
recommended. Let all of them,at any rate,who 
desire to use Egyptas the stalking horse of their 
personal advertisement, read this historical 
record of what has been, and this lucid state- 
ment of what is, written by a lawyer, not by 
a politician, and they will begin to recognise 
that they have still much study betore them. 
Mr. Scott writes as a jurist with a full sense 
of the responsikility of one of his calling, 


Accuracy of statement, the constant reference, 


to authority for every fact adduced, the expec- 
tation that his book will be without flaw and 
will remain a permanent work of authority, 
have been constantly in his mind. It is not a 
record of opinion. It is an ordered logical and 
lucid statement of fact. When he gives us an 
opinion of his own, it is stated as is the charge 
of a judge toa jury. He weighs the evidence 
for and against, and leaves us to agree with 
him-or not, as our varying degree of intelli- 
gence may decide. Nobody has any right to 
hold, still less to express, any opinion on the 
present condition and future prospects of Egypt 
who has not mastered, at least, all Lord 
Cromer’s annual reports, Lord Milner’s fascina. 
ting book, Sir Auckland Coburn’s more recent 
work, and Mr. Scott’s “Foreigner in Egypt.” 
Then, after a year or two in the country, a man 
may have a right to express an opinion. 
Politics is a science, just as chemistry or 
medicine. The fact that a man has been taken 
from his ordinary avocation as a railway guard, 
or a stonemason, or a miner, and made a 
member of the House of Commons, entitles 
him, no doubt, to represent his former co-

former industry ; but it makes him no moras 
politician—still less a statesman—than it 
makes him a physician or an ‘engineer or 

skilled practical brewer. Nobody would call 
in Mr. Keir Hardie to pregoribe for him if 
he were suffering from appendicitis ; nobody 


would. ask Mr, Bell, of Derby, ot Mr, 


Robertson, M.P., to advise him as to the 
best way of making beer. They have had 
no training in these matters. No more have 
they had any training in government; no 
more have they any knowledge of the many 


problems which arise when a nation of a higher 


civilisation leads oné used to subjection—not 
for centuries, but for thousands of years on 
the path towards peace and prosperity. The 
more one knows of Lord Cromer’s work -in 
Egypt, the more one understands the diffi- 
culties under which he worked, the more one 


appreciates the necessary limitations of his 


power, the greater must. be one’s admiration 
for the marvellous results he achieved. Mr. 
Scott’s book enables you to understand not a 
few of the difficulties Lord Cromer had to con- 
tend with so far as concerned the interference 
of European Powers other than Great Britain. 
The position of every European in Egypt is 
regulated by the “capitulations.”. These “capi- 


tulations” first began to be granted'to foreigners | ° ;. 


in Egypt by Saladin in the Twelfth Century. 
Mr. Scott traces their development, from that 
day to this—when no change can be made in 
the laws affecting foreigners in Egypt without 
the consent of fourteen European Powers. 
Take an instance of the working of the present 
arrangements. A tradesman who has been 
resident in Egypt for many years is accused of 
murder. He claims to be a Russian subject, 
is therefore not amenable to the jurisdiction 
of any Egyptian tribunal. He is handed over 


to the Russian Consul and is deported to Rus-: 


sia to be tried, say, at Odessa, where, no 
evidence being forthcoming against him, save 
written depositions, he is perhaps sentenced 
to a light punishment, perhaps liberated. 
Take another instance of how the “capitula- 
tions” interfere with internal legislation, 
quoted by Mr. Scott: “It unfortunately 
happens that at the present time there is a 
marked increase of rabies. Muzzling orders 
can, and probably will, be enforced. But the 
sanitary advisers of the Government are clear 
that an efficacions adjunct to such an order 
would be a moderate annual licence tax on 
dogs: the legal advisers of the Government 
are equally clear that such a tax could not 
be effectivety enforced against Europeans,” 
It is easy for Padgett, M.P. to say “Egypt 
ig now a civilised nation, abolish the capi- 
tulations, and let the courts and legislature 
of Egypt be as free from foreign control as are 
the courts and legislatures of every European 
nation.” Padgett, M.P. must first learn a 
little history, and then acquire a knowledge 
of the existing facts. Then he may under- 
stand that the surrender of privileges by 
fourteen separate European Powers is not to 
be had for the asking. Were Egypt able 
to convince the fourteen European Powers 
that her own judiciary was firmly establi- 
shed on a basis of learning, independence, 
and incorruptibility, some of Ahe privileges 
the subjects of foreign Powers enjoy might 
be surrendered. But it must be remember- 
ed that a large proportion of the foreign 
inhabitants of Egypt belong to small na- 
tions—e.g. 33.94 per cent of the European 
population of Egypt are Greeks. Greece will 
not willingly surrender any privilege, and 
the attempt to coerce Greece would raise in- 
ternational questions with the larger and 
stronger Powers in the East of Europe, which 
would involve retreat or war. Had Britain an 
Army as well as a Navy, it mightimposeits will 
to the great advantage of Egypt on the fourteen 
Eurpean Powers; but so long as the military 
power of Britain remains contemptible in the 
eyes Of every Russian we cannot dream ot aid- 
ing the freedom of Egypt otherwise than by 
the slow processes of diplomacy. It is de- 
pressing to note the fact that Germany’s 
trade, with a gonseqaent interest in Egypt, 
is progressing by leaps and bounds. A few 
years ago Germany’s trade with Egypt was 
nil; now it amounts nearly £3,000,000 a 
year. A few years ago Germany cared noth- 
ing about the “capitulations,” and now there 
is a resident population of Germans, increas- 
ing yearby year, whose interests will not. be 
lost sight of by the Fatherland. Lord 


Cromer’s latest legacy to Egypt was a scheme. 


for the modificatcon of the “capitulations” 
—for the decrease of the power of. the 


fourteen European nations to hamper internal: 


legislation. Mr. Scott’s examination of Lord: 
Cromer’s proposals is worth, and will cer- 
tainly receive, the careful consideration of 
those responsible for the Government of 
Egypt. It should also be carefully read. by 
everyone who wishes to hold any intelligent 
views on the problems of the Land of the 
Sphinx.

ITS HISTORY AND ITS STRUCTURE. 


(By the Rev W. Shew Caldacott. Religious 
Tract Society. 6/-.) The Rev. Shaw Caldecott 
has followed up his book. “The Tabernacle” 
with an interesting volume on the Temple of 
Solomon. The subject is dealt with in a 
most thorough manner, and the book is illus- 
trated, in addition to whicha folded plan of 
the temple is given. Mr Caldecott in his in- 
troduction draws attention to the fact that the 
Bible is not a book of history but a book of 
religion, the Old Testament containing nothing 
with regard to the question of population, agri- 
culture, commerce etc; which are necessary 
to the true history of a nation. Monumental 
records were used in the East from the ear- 
liest times, and there remains a good deal to 
be done yet in the way of exploration and 
reséarch to solve the many problems which 
present themselves to scientists and anchaeolog- 
ists. Dr Sayce,,in a preface which he has con- 
tributed to this book, emphasizes the impor- 
tance of systematic excavations being made 
throughout Egypt and Pelestine. He also at- 
taches great weight to the evidence which Mr. 
Caldecott produces; to show that the Temple, 
in common with other temples built throughout 
Western and Central Asia, was built upon an 
artificial ‘platform, in order to raise the build- 
ing above the great.rivers. The care which has 
been given in the description of the Temple, 
its architecture, ornamentation, aud its mea- 
surements, should make this book of great 
value to bible students.
